"City planning is the rcplanning 


of our cities so that blunders made 
in the past may be corrected as far 
as is economically possible with the 
assurance that no serious blunders 
will be made in the future, no mat- 
ter whether the. growth of the cities 
be rapid or slow," said Eustace E. 
Parker, the city engineer,' who spoke 
before the 'Rotary club this noon at 
the city Y. M. C. A. 


Mr, Parker recently attended the 


national ci*>" rUnnir.ir c-nterence -in 


He S'ici :» w<;s "pro- 


dicted at the conference that cities 
would soon have to go into the hous- 
ing business on account of the ina- 
bility of the people 'needing homes 
to finftnce the construction of them 
fast enough to meet the demand, 
owing to the almost complete stop- 
ping of construction during the war. 


"The average citizen has'a hazy 


idea that city planning has "to do 
with the .'city beautiful' 
because 


Madison had a survey made once, 
and the result of it was put into a 
book, called Madison the City Beau- 
tiful.' But city planning is the ap- 
plication of common sctse to all 
common interests. There is no busi-

Y DEAR MR. H.," the letter began, and ray eye fell to 


the bottom of -the page to see what acquaintance was 


writing me. The name -was that of an American anthor popu- 
larly known for his articles on the Great Outdoors — whom, how- 
ver, I have never happened to meet. -(How I dislike our mod- 
ern habit of intimate address! Where is the protecting reserve 
of the old "My Dear Sir"?)
